This filly has been training in 
exc*ellent fashion and lier owner is c*onfidcnt that 
site will disiiel the theory that she is only a sprint- 
er. She has all of the early speed mrhich won nii- 
m«‘roas races for her last year and she leaves the 
barrier as fast as ever. 

.\notiier g«ss! work was that of Petrovna, miiich 
went five-eigiiihs in 1:92%. Trainer (’al Milam 
M'Ut S«dl.v three-quarters in 1:18, but the big sprint- 
«T was siinpl.v cantering. BufonI, mhich threatened 
to develop into a stake horse at New Orleans last 
Minter and failed bwause be m'ould not leave the 
li.'irrHT with the others, m-orked a mile in 1:44. He 
was never better in his life. Imt it remains to be 
s4s*u if his habits at the barrier will show any im- 
provement.

Havre de Gra<*e, Md., April 16. — With a capital 
attendance, pleasant weather, a fast track and good 
horses in com|ietition. the Havre de Grace spring 
meeting ofiened pros]s‘rously this afternoon. Trans - 
liortatiou to tlie track by special trains was missed, 
but. on the whole, the regular train service did well 
iu taking iieople to and from the track. 

The sixth running of the Harford Handicap was 
tlie racing feature of tlie day and in which seven 
of tlie eight starters liad no more than two lengths 
seiMirating the winner from the seventh liorse. Jack 
Hare Jr. was the favorite, with High Cost secoml 
elioI<*e, but tlie two crack tbree-year-olds had noth- 
ing to do with the result. Tea Caddy winning by a 
nose from the long priced Philippic, with Hauberk 
a lialf length farther back. The latter was only a 
iHK’k better than the aikled starter Koh-i-Noor. with 
Jack Hare Jr. and High Cost at the flank of the 
latter. It was in all respects a remarkable termi- 
I nation of a bitterly contested race. 

King Worth proved himself in good form wlien tm 
justified his choice us favorite for the first race 
when he won by a head from Murphy, with Scarpia 
II. a hangup third. 

Tlie H. P. Whitney stable recorded its first sne- 
eess of the year when its shapely two- year-old Blu«* 
Laddie easily defeated Esquimau, Colinella and six 
more youngsters in the second race. It was a fast 
run race and the winner is probably above tlie aver- 
age. Colin’s half-sister, Colinella, made a fast fiu- 
isli and almost got up for second place. 

Master McGrath, at healthy odds, defeated tif- 
teen other selling platers in the third rare and 
Hondo sprung a surprise when he wmi every yard 
of the way in the fourth and outstayed the 
odds-on favorite. Indian Chant. Dr. Johnson 
outfinished Compadre in the sixth and l*it, re- 
gaining his speed suddenly, nipped Dolina by a nose 
in the seventh. 

Jockey W. Hnmphrios is here with H. B. Dclley. 
fully re<’overed from tlie injuries he sustained as a 
result of a fall while riding at Oriental Park. Cnbii. 
during the winter meeting at that place. Hum- 
phries will have bis first mount tomorrow sims* his 
accident. He will ride tin* mare Highland Lassie iu 
the seventh rare. Dailey narebased the interest that 
W. A. Carter held in the contract on Humphries auil 
now owns the contract on the lad.

William, that he will ship the division of 
tlie Kilmer stable that he is handling from Bing- 
hamton to the Jamaica track some day during this 
week. 

The report printed that C. M. Garrison, owner of 
the Calumet Stable, had purchased several horses, 
itielnding Ed Cndihee. from G. U. Browne is news 
to trainer William Jennings. As a matter of fact 
Ed Cndihee is the property of a Montreal turfman 
named Dometree and R. E. Watkins has the hors»* 
ill charge at the Pimlire track. Ed Cndihee was 
wintered at Dr. McCarthy’s farm in the Green 
Spring Valley.

“There are,” he 
said, “altogether loo many horses of the cheaiK*r 
grades on the race tracks of the United States 
tiKlay. ami tliey will be there so long .as the racing 
secretaries offer €*ncourageinent to their ow’ners by 
providing o<*(*upation for them. I do not mean to 
be and«*rst4K.d :is saving that the ow’iier of the cheap 
horsi* has no right ‘to exist. *Far from it, but I do 
say that if then* is no occupation for his cheap 
horse, tliat owner will get rid of liim and buy one 
of a lK*tter grade and thus do liis bit toward ele- 
vating the standard of sport.” , 

Kneb«*Iknnip expressed himself as being in favor 
of elimination ra*<*es, so franieil that the w’inii<*rs 
tliere4)f W4iuh! forever Ik* banished from the turf. 
Others agrwd with him; but it was the consensus 
of opinion that there is no market for such horses 
as would Ik* banishetl and that the associations 
W'ould Ik* C4»niiK*llcd to give them nw’ay.
